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An Act for prevention of Frauds and Perj - 
CHAP. XII, : 

OR Peevention of many Fraudulent Pꝛa⸗ 
ctices which are Commonly Endravoured 
to be upheld by Perſury and Suboꝛnation 
of Perjury. I 
Be it Enacted by the Kings Moſt Excellent 
Majeſty, by and With the Advice and Conſent 
of the Loꝛds Spiritual and Tempozal, and the 
Commons in this pꝛelent Parliament Allembled, 
and by the Authozity of the ſame, That from 
and after the Feaſt Day of the Nativity of St. 
John Baptiſt, which fhall be in the Pear of Our 
Lozd, One Thouſand, Sir Hundred, Ninety 
Sir, all Leaſes, Eſtates, Intereſts, Freholds or 
Terms of Pears, or any uncertain Jntereſt of, 
into, or out of Meſſuages, Mannours, Lands, 
Tenements or Hereditaments made and Created 
by Livery of Seizen only, or by Parole, and 
not put in Writing; and Signed by the Parties 
ſo making and Creating the ſame, oz their A- 
gents thereunto Lawfully Authozized, by Mri⸗ 
ting, ſhall have the Fozce and Effect of Leaſes 
and Eſtates at Will only; And ſhall not either 
in Law oz Equity be D#med oz Taken to have 
any other oꝛ greater Foꝛce and Effect, any Conſide⸗ 
ration foꝛ making ſuch Parole, Leaſes oꝛ Eſtates, 
"02 any fozmer Law o: Uſage to the Contrary 
Notwithſtanding: Except Nevertheleſs all Leaſes 
not Erceeding the Term of thick Pears from the 
making thereof, whereupon the Rent Reſerved to 
the Landlozd, during ſuch Term, ſhall amount 
unto two third parts, at the leaſt, of the full 
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4 Anno Regni Septimo 
Improved value of the thing Demiled. 

And mozcover that no Eftates, Leaſes oz Jn- 
tereſts, either of Freehold oz Term of Pears, oz 


anp uncertain Jntereft not being Copy-hold or 


Cuſtomarp Jintereft; of, info, or out of any Mel⸗ 
ſuages, Lands, Tenements, or Hereditaments, 
ſhall at any time after the ſaid Feaſt day of the 
Nativity of Saint John the Baptiſt, which ſhall 
be in the ſaid Pear of our Lord God, One thou⸗ 
ſand; fix hundred, ninety and ſir, be Aſſigned, 
Granted, or Durrendered, unleſs it be by Dd, 
or Note in Writing, Signed by the parties lo Al⸗ 
ſigning, Granting, or Durrendring the ſame, or 
their Agents thereunto Tawkully Authorized by 
Writing, or by Act and Operation of Law. 
And be it further Enacted, by the Authozity 
afozcſaid, That from and after the ſaid Feaſt day 
of the Nativity of St. John the Baptiit, Which ſhall 
be in the ſaid Pear of our Lozd, One thouſand, 
ſix hundꝛed and ninety ſir, no Action ſhall be 
bought whereby to charge any Executoꝛ oꝛ Admi- 
niſtrato2 upon any Special Pzomiſe, to anſwer

And be it further Enacted, by the Authozity 
afozeſaid, That from and after the ſaid Feait 
dap of the Nativity of St. John the Bapriſt, 
which thall be in the ſaid Pear of our Lozd, 
One thouſand, fir hund:ed, ninety and ſir, all 
Deviſes and Requeſts of any Lands, Tene- 
ments. oz Hereditaments, Deviſable, either by 
fozce of the Statute of Mills, oz by this Sta- 
tute, oz by fozce of the Cuſtom of any: Bur- 
rough, oꝛ any other particular Cuſtom, thall be 
in Writing, and Signed by the party lo De- 
viling the lame, o2 by ſome other perſon in his 
preſence, and by his expꝛels Directions, and ſhall 
be Atteſted and Subſcribed in the pꝛelence of the 
ſaid Deviſoz, by thick oz moꝛe Credible Witneſſes,

And mozeover no Deviſe in Writing of any Lands, 
Tenemencs oꝛhhereditaments, that at any time after 
the laid Feaſt day of the Nativity -of Saint John 
the Baptiſt, which hall be in the ſaid Pear ok Dur 
Z,02d God, One Thouſand, Sir Hundzed, Ninety 
and Six, be Revocable, otherwiſe then by ſome 
other Will oz Codicill in Writing, oz other Mri⸗ 
ting Declaring the ſame, oz by Burning, Can⸗ 
celling, Tearing oz Obliterating the ſame by the 
_Toſtatoz himſelf, oz in his pꝛelente, and by his 
Directions and Confent ; but all Deviſes and 
"Requeſts of Lands and Lenements walt Remain 
and Continue in Force untill the ſame pe Burnt, 
. Cancelled, Torn or Obliterated vy the-Teſtatoz, 
or his Directions in manner-aforeſaid ;-or unlels

terly-voſd and ak none Efect. 
And be it further Enacted, by the Authority 
aforeſaid, That from and after the ſaid Fea 
Day ok the Nativity of Saint John the Baptiſt, 
which chall be in the Pear ok Dur Lord —

One Lhouſand, Sir Hundred and Ninety Sir, 
it ſhall and may be Zawfull for Every Sheriff; 
or other Officer, to whom any Precept or Mrit

ment, Statute or Recognizance hereafter to be 
made or had, to do, make and deliver Execution 
unto the Party in that behalt Sueing, of all fuch

which Lands, Tenements, Recozies, Tyths; 
Rents, o2 other Hereditaments, by Fozce and 
Uertue of ſuch Erecytions ſhall accozdingly be 
held and Enjoyed, Fred and Diſcharged from 
all Incumbrances of ſuch. Perſon 62 Perſong as 
ſhall be ſo Seized oꝛ Poſſeſſed in Truſt fo2 the 

erſon againſt whom. ſuch Execution ſhall be 
dned : And if any Ceſtunque Truſt hereafter 
ſhall Dye leaving a Truſt in Fe Simple, to 
Deſcend to his Heirs, there and in every ſuch 
Caſe ſuch Truſt hall be Deemed and Taken, 
and is hereby Declared to be Alletts by Deſcent, 
and the Heir ſhall be lpable to and Chargeavle 
with the Obligation of his Anceſtoꝛ, fo oꝛ by 


he might and ought to have ben if the Eſtate 


Reaſon of ſuch Alletts as fully and amply as 
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like Manner as the Truſt Deſcended, any Law,. 
Cuſtom oꝛ Uſage to the Contrary in any wiſe 
Notwithſtanding. --- - 1 
Provided alwaies, That no Heir who ſhall be⸗ 
come Chargeable by reaſon of any Eſtate or Zruſt 
made Alletts in his hands by this Law, . ſhall by 
reaſon of any Kind of - Plea or Confeſſion. of the 
Action, or ſulfering Judgment by Nient de dire, or 
any other matter be Chargeable to pay the Con⸗ 
demnation out of his own Eſtate, but Execution 
ſhall be Sued of the whole Eſtace ſo made Alletts 
in his hands, by Deſcent in whole hands loever 
it ſhall come after the Mrit purchaled in the 
fame manner as it is to bt at, and by the Com- 
mon Law where the Heir at Taw Pleading a 
true Plea Judgment is prayed againſt him there- 
upon, any; thing in this preſens Act contained 
to the contrary, Notwithſtanding. And for the 
Amendment of the Law in the particulars fol- 
lowing; SIS > 18 

Wt it further Enacted, by the Authority akore⸗ 
fald, That from henceforth any Eſtate pur au- 
tex vie, ſhall be Deviſeable by a Will in writing, 
Signed by the party ſo Deviling the ſame, or 
vy ſome other perſon in his preſence, and by his 
expreſs Direction Atteſted and Subſcribed in the 
preſence ok the Deviſor by thre or more Wit- 
neſſles; and ik no ſuch Deviſe chereof be made, 
the ſame ſhall be Chargeable in the hands of 
the Heir ik it ſhall come to him by reaſon of a 
ſperiai Occupancy, as Alletts by Deſcent, as 
in Cale of Lands in Fe Simple, and in Caſe 
there be no ſpecial Occupant thereof, it ſhall go 
to the Exccutozs oz Adminiſtratozs of the party 
that had the Eſtate thereof by Uertue of the 
Gant, and all he Alletts in their hands 
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Concerning Perſonal Eſtates, but that the 
Prerogative Court of the Arch-Bilhop of Ar- 
magh, and other Eccleſiaſtical Courts, and other 
Courts, having Right to the Probate of ſuch 
Wills, Qall retain the ſame Right and Power 
as they had before in every Reſpec, ſubject Ne-
